Government Bought Property. 

Mr. Murray subsequently sold the 
wharf to the government for $5,000, 
and this transaction constituted the 
alleged ecandal. An attempt to prove 
that the Minister of Public Works 
knew what was going on, and was in 
fact à party to the whole transaction, 
was not supported by any evidence 
taken before the Public Accounts com: 
mittee. It was in the attempt to còn- 
nect the minister with the transaction 
that the scandal consisted ; and this 
attempt utterly failed, 

Big Offer For It. 

A local firm, Messrs, Loggie, offered 
to purchased tbe wharf from the gove 
ernment for $5,500 ; but the govern- 
ment refused to sell. Finally the de- 
puty minister asked them if they 
would buy two thirds of the wharf 
for 88,000, whicb they agreed to do. 
This transaction has been complete?, 
The government retains 200 feet next 
to the municipal wharf (which had z!- 
ready been purchased), at a cost of 
$1,150. 

Sold Partata Profit. 


The feature ofthe transaction is 
that the government paid $5,000 for a 
wharf property, were offered $5,500 
for it immediately by local people, but 
refused the offer. They afterwards 
sold twosthirds of it for $3,500, secur- 
ing & desirable property in the public 
interest for the small sum of $1,000, 
This is what is known asthe "Saw- 
dust Wharf” scandal, and it represents 
the session’s labors of one Couserva- 
tive member of parliament.

Borden mailing his correspondence out 
during recess, under a frank, he not 
being & minister of the Crown. The 
only way Mr Borden can get around 
the law is to frank it as an official of 
the government.

Glance at the Facts.

Ifthe judge decides a 
case has \been made out he will order 
an investigation. No ‘one personally 
interested can be appointed to a board 
of investigation. Trade unions are ex 
empted from the operatious of the act.

It protects 
the consumers against enhanced prices, 
and protects the producer from the 
lowering of prices by the operation of 
acombine It will be well received 
by the people.

Changing White Paper Into Milk, Blue 
Paper Into Mocha and Bran Into Cut 
Sugar !s Comparativeiy Éasy When 
You Have Been Shcwn the Way. 


A trick m." popular with the pro- 
fessioni! conjurer is that known as 
the “voffee trick," though some bigh- 
faluuin title, ax, for instuuce, “Mar 
about Mochua,” Ix better for a pro- 
gram, [t has the advantage, too, of 
not conveying any idea of what thes 
trick is. to be. ‘The trick is us suita- 
ble for the drawing room as for the 
stage, nnd an amateur with a little 
practice may do it easily, Remember, 
with a little practice. for, ike every- 
thing in conjuring. uot only a 
but sometimes a great dent of practice 
is necessury If the performer desires 
to do his tricks with ease and skill 
and so ns to bewilder his audience, 

When about to present this trick the 
performer bas on n table three wooden 
boxes, a large goblet shaped glass jar 
and two German silver “shakers” or 
cups, such as are used ju mixing lem- 
on juice, ice, etc., for a glass of lem- 
onide, In one of the boxes is a 
quantity of bran, in another some 
pleces of chopped up white paper and 
in the third n stinttar lot of blue pa- 
per. ‘These, with two pleces of black 
velvet, ench about nine inches square, 
and n paper cylinder, sre all tbat ap- 
pear to be uséd tn the trick. Picking 
up one shaker, the pe? former fills it 
with White paper nnd immediately 
pours it buck futo the bos, Again be 
dips the shaker Ins» the box and, with 
a shoveling motion, tilly Yt and, stands 
it on a table so that every-óne may 
see it. The other shnker he fills in 
the sume way, but. with the blue pa- 
per. Finally the glass Jar is filled with 
broen und stood ou a table by itself. 
Over one shaker is spread one of the 
veivet squares and on top of it is 
placed a small, round metal plate. ‘The 
other shaker is covered with the sec- 
ond velvet but without any

Alfalfa, unlike many other crops, 
enriches the soil rather than empover- 
iehes it. The rooots extend into the! 
earth from five to twelve feet reaching 
down and bringing to the surface 
nitrogen other valuable mineral 
plant food. It has been grown con- 
tinuously ona farm in one of the 
counties of this Province for nearly 
thirty years still produces good crops. 
It can be grown successfully on sandy, 
heavy clay loam or on nearly any va- 
riety of soil properly drained. Sug- 
cessful experiments with it have been 
conducted on a limited scale with suc- 
cess in nearly every part of Ontario 
both with and without á nursing crop. 
Spring sowing has given best results. 
If sown with a nursing crop, barley at 
a rate of ope bushel per acre is an. ex- 
cellent one for this purpose. Eighteen 
or twenty pounds per acre of alfalfa is 
the proper quantity of seed. From 
three to four crops can be harvested in 
one season and the average height of a 
plant runs from fourteen to twenty 
inches. When about one third of the 
crop isin bloom is an excellent time 
to start cutting as it then possesses its 
greatest food value. The cutting 
sKould be done in the forenoon when 
the dew is off the grass and the tedder 
should follow immediately and be kept 
at work until late in the afternoon and 
the crop left in windrows. This pro- 
cess should be repeated the following 
day and the bay put in coils and left 
for several days. It should not be cut 
too-close to the ground as the plant 
may be injured thereby. 

The yield per acre of green crop is 
about 20 tons, and of dry hay five. It 
sbould not be allowed to remain too 
ong in the hot sun as” the leaves are 
iable ro become dry and break off and 
they contain most valuable nutriente, 
Seed is produced best from either first 
or second cuttiugs and averages five 
bushels per acre, although it sometimes 
runs as high as ten. , 

Alfalfa hay contains about 50 per 
cent more digestible protein than hay 
made from red olover. It 'makes a 
splendid pasture for horses or hogs, but 
care is required when sheep or cattle 
are turned in as there is a tendency 
to bloat if allowed to eat too much, es: 
pecially when the grass is wet. 

An application of about twelve loads 
of barn yard manure per acre every 
four years has proved very satisfactory. 
Fertilizers containing phosphate have 
given the best results. When a field 
of alfaifa is ploughed down the surface 
soil is completely filled with roots rich 
in fertile elements. 

It is to be hoped that every farmer 
in Ontario, who has suitable well 
drained soil will put in a field of this 
most desirable crop.

BRONCHITIS. 


Bronchitis is the name given 
‘any inflammation of thé bronchial 
tubes. In a fairly healthy adult an 
attack of acute bronchitis is not a 
very terrifying thing, although it is 
most distressing and disagreeable. 

It is asif an unusually severe 
cc!d and cough, instead of confining 
oat, wan- 
| dered on down the chest. The irri- 
tation of the tubes results in a còn- 
| stant cough and sense of breathless- 
ness, "The temperature rises, the 
patient feels sick, the moré so that 
ihe incessant ecugning does not re- 
su!t. in the throwing off of any se- 
eretion to speak of. d

It has a tendency to run from 
the acute into the chronic form, in 
which the sufferer may be perfectly 
jwell during the summer months, or 
while in a warm climate, but at the 
least chill or exposure must expect 
jand will get his inevitable attack of 
bronchitis with symptoms persist- 
ling until the return of warm wea- 
ther. 

` The moral of this is that it is most 
jessential to give proper treatment 
jdiring the acute stage. The need 
lot watchful care during a bronchi- 
al attack will be the more appreci- 
ated when it is understood that 
suh an attack may be the beginnigg 
sign and warning of a tuberculous 
trouble; and furthermore that 
wLooping-cough and measles some- 
times begin that way. 

In any case, whether the attack 
be simple bronchitis or a warning 
of some other trouble, the first rule 
should be, "straight to bed." In 
fact, iliis good old-fashioned rule 
at the onset of any type of so-called 
“cold”? cannot be bettered. 

A wise secondary rule is to stay 
in bed till the temperature has 
been normal for a day or two. If 
this were observed, relapses would 
be fewer and convalesceuces short- 
ened.
